Applicant argued that Turnbull '510 does not disclose a bass reflex system and The specification of the present application specifically 
states that the bass reflex system includes a chamber 16, at least one speaker 17, 18 and a bass reflex port 24 (Remarks, page 3, first 
paragraph). 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. First, the argued feature "the bass reflex system includes a chamber 16, at least one speaker 
17,18, and a bass reflex port 24" is not recited in the claims. Second, Turnbull '510 discloses a speaker housing (see figs. 17- 18), an 
acoustic port (506) and the two speakers (500,510). Turnbull '510 disclose the sound from speaker (500) exiting acoustic port (506), which 
is 180 degrees out of phase with the sound generated from speaker (500), and the sound from speaker (500) is inherently from the rear of 
the speaker diaphragm. The sound port (506) rents the outside of the mirror housing and constructs a last bass reflex system (see page 
22, [0222]-[0225]). When the speakers generate the low frequency sound, the low frequency sound bounds from front and back in the 
mirror housing (figs. 17, 18). Clearly, the acoustic port 506 increases the efficiency of the system at low frequencies, which is a bass reflex 
system. Therefore, Turnbull '510 meets the limitations as recited in claim 1.
